She 
set a short-course world 
record for the same event 
in March in Toronto, 
swimming it in 2:17.50.

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Baton-wielding Iranian 
police fired tear gas on 
Thursday and arrested 
protesters mourning the 
young woman killed in 
post-election violence 
who has become a symbol 
for the opposition to 
Tehran's hardline leaders. 

The clashes erupted after 
hundreds of supporters of 
opposition leader Mirhos- 
sein Mousavi gathered to 
mourn Neda Agha-Soltan, 
whose death on June 20 
was captured on video and 
has been seen by hundreds 
of thousands on the Inter¬ 
net. 


At least 300 mourners 
were at a ceremony for the 
26-year-old music student 
at Tehran’s Behesht-e 
Zahra cemetery, greeting 
the opposition leader with 
chants of “Mousavi we sup¬ 
port you” and clinging to 
his car as he arrived, a wit¬ 
ness said. 


But police forced 
Mousavi to return to his 
car and leave. 

Many hundreds later 
tried to move toward the 
Grand Mosala, a big prayer 
venue in central Tehran. 
But police were deployed 
in force outside the Mos¬ 
ala, having rejected a re¬ 


quest by opposition lead¬ 
ers to hold a memorial cer¬ 
emony there. 

“There are thousands of 
people chanting slogans in 
favour of Mousavi.

bring Cheyanne Workman 
nearer to closure. 

Exactly two years after 
20-year-old Edward Bone 
was stabbed to death, po¬ 
lice are no closer to catch¬ 
ing his killer, and the case 
has gone cold. 

“Sometimes those mem¬ 
ories start to fade,” Work¬ 
man said Thursday. “I 
don’t want that to happen 
— everyone deserves jus¬ 
tice.” 

Bone was found dead 
outside the Coast Edmon¬ 
ton Plaza Hotel after leav¬ 
ing Beaver Hill House Park 
on July 31, 2007. No 
weapon was ever found. 

Questions still surround 
the young man’s murder. 

A group seeking answers 
who hope to revive atten¬ 
tion to the unsolved crime 
will congregate this week¬ 
end, marking the two-year 
anniversary of Bone’s 
death. 

“I want people to receive 
closure on this. I want clo¬ 
sure,” Workman said. “The 
person that took Eddie’s 
life is out there. Someone 
knows something.” 

Workman is inviting 
those who have been 
touched by unsolved mur¬ 
ders to the park on 105 
Street and Jasper Avenue 
around 4:30 p.m. Sunday 
for a memorial picnic.

been staying with Ro¬ 
drigues’s family in Belo Hor¬ 
izonte. Gatti’s family and 
closest friends are stunned 
by the news. 

“I had faith in the Brazil¬ 
ian authorities,” said Gatti’s 
younger brother Fabrizio, 

“but not anymore.” 

Fabrizio, who travelled to 
Brazil to arrange for his 
brother’s body to return to 


Canada, said no one believes 
Gatti would have commit¬ 
ted suicide. 

“Everyone knows my 
brother wouldn’t have com¬ 
mitted suicide, especially 
with his kid in the room.” 

Gatti, bom and raised in 
Montreal, was found dead 
July 11 in the Dorisol condo¬ 
minium hotel at the beach- 
side Brazilian 
resort of Porto 
de Galinhas. 
Police said he 
had been 
strangled with 
a purse strap 
while passed 
out in a 
drunken 
slumber. He 
also had an injury to the 
back of his head. The next 
day, they alleged Rodrigues 
committed the murder. 

But a coroner’s report a 
week later, which said Gatti 
may have killed himself as 
he was found hanged and 
suspended, cast doubt on 
the accusation. 

Fabrizio said the family is 
getting a second autopsy of 
Gatti, who was buried in a 
Montreal-area mausoleum 
July 20. 

“We’re going to get to the 
bottom of it,” he said. 

Fabrizio said the family is 
pleading for Canadian au¬ 
thorities to get involved to 
help them find out the

Record deaths creating doubt 

Questions arising over retainment of seized Afghan territory 


In all of Afghanistan’s 
fighting seasons, none has 
been as deadly as this one. 
Even NATO commanders 
have struggled to find 
new words to convey their 
grief as they cope with the 
worst month on record for 
coalition casualties. 

News releases announc¬ 
ing the latest deaths arrive 
almost daily, expressing 
“great sorrow,” “sincere 
condolences,” “heartfelt 
condolences” and “deepest 
sympathies” to the families 
of the slain soldiers. 

So far this month, 72 
coalition soldiers — includ-

ing five Canadians — have 
been killed, many as a re¬ 
sult of offensive operations 
by British and American 
forces in southern 
Afghanistan to seize territo¬ 
ry long under Taliban influ¬ 
ence. 

The previous monthly 
high was 46 last August, ac¬ 
cording to the website icas- 
ualties.org. 


But will the International 
Security Assistance Force be 
able to hold these hard-won 
regions to ensure insur¬ 
gents don’t come back? 

The answer will deter¬ 
mine the fate of the mission 
and the future of the trou¬ 
bled nation, experts say. 
And it’s a question sure to 
prompt new questions 
about the NATO military al¬ 
liance and Canada’s own 
pledge to withdraw its 
troops in 2011. 

The offensive push in 
southern Afghanistan has 
taken troops into the “belly 
of the beast,” so a rise in vio¬ 


lence was expected, said 
Seth Jones, an expert on 
Afghanistan with Rand 
Corp, a U.S. think-tank. 

But Jones questions 
whether coalition forces 
have enough troops to en¬ 
sure a long-term presence 
in these newly seized terri¬ 
tories. 

“It’s hard to know what 
the long-term commit¬ 
ment is going to be ... I real¬ 
ly don’t see the numbers 
from either NATO or 
Afghan national security 
forces for this size territo¬ 
ry.”

EnCana boosts reward 
for pipeline bomber 


investigation EnCana 
Corp. doubled Thursday its 
reward to $1 million to 
catch a bomber who is de¬ 
manding the firm shut 
down its natural gas facili¬ 
ties in northeastern British 
Columbia. 

The company will also 
let workers and contrac¬ 
tors qualify for the money, 
a change that may signal 
that police investigators 
are shifting their ideas 
about who is responsible 
for the blasts, according to 
an expert on eco-terrorism. 

EnCana boosted the re¬ 
ward at the request of po¬ 


lice, who have come up 
empty-handed in the 
search for the saboteur re¬ 
sponsible for six explo¬ 
sions since October near 
the communities of Daw¬ 
son Creek and Tomslake. 

A public letter believed 
to be from the bomber this 
month warned that the at¬ 
tacks would continue later 
this year unless EnCana 
shut down its facilities 
near Dawson Creek over 
the next five years. 

EnCana has no plans to 
end its operations, spokes¬ 
man Alan Boras said.

Liberals' chances mixed: Poll 


Ottawa Federal opposition 
leader Michael Ignatieff 
has reopened the debate 
on bringing the govern¬ 
ment down, even as a new 
opinion poll Thursday gave 
him at best a limited 
chance of success. 

Last month Ignatieff 
threatened to introduce a 
non-confidence motion un¬ 
less the government over¬ 
hauled the unemployment 
benefits system. 

He quickly backed down, 
agreeing merely to set up a 
joint panel to examine the 
Employment Insurance 
program. 

That panel will not re¬ 
port back until September 
but Ignatieff reverted to his 
hard-line stance on 
Wednesday.

Musharraf beats rap 

Top judge in Pakistan backs off treason case bid 


Pakistan’s top judge has 
turned down a request to 
launch a treason case 
against former military 
ruler Pervez Musharraf. 

Chief Justice Iftilchar 
Chaudhry said the 
Supreme Court lacks the 
authority. 

The move could reassure 
both the fragile civilian 


government and military 
establishment, as they can 
ill-afford any fresh crisis 
while fighting the Taliban. 

Musharraf was forced to 
quit as president almost a 
year ago to avoid impeach¬ 
ment. 

He has been living in 
London for the past two 
months. 


Hamid Khan, a lawyer 
who was at the forefront of 
a movement to oust 
Musharraf, asked judges 
led by Chaudhry to begin 
treason proceedings on 
grounds that Musharraf 
seized power in 1999 and 
violated the constitution to 
extend his rule in 2007.

death A multiple sclerosis 
sufferer who feared her 
husband would be prose¬ 
cuted if she went abroad to 
end her life won a legal vic¬ 
tory Thursday. 

Debbie Purdy had set out 
to force the British govern¬ 
ment to clarify the law on 
assisted suicide. 

British law says helping 
someone to commit sui¬ 
cide is a crime. 


But since 1992, about 
100 Britons have ended 
their lives at the Dignitas 
facility in Switzerland — 
where assisted suicide is le¬ 
gal — without their rela¬ 
tives being prosecuted. 

On Thursday, Britain's 
House of Lords unanimous¬ 
ly ruled that failure to clar¬ 
ify the law infringed on 
wheelchair-bound Purdy’s 
human rights. reuters

Seyran Ates, 46, a lawyer 
and women’s rights advo¬ 
cate, was born in Istanbul 
and has lived in Germany 
since her family moved 
there when she was six. 
She ran away from home 
at 17 to escape patriarchal 
traditions and sought 
refuge in a shelter for bat¬ 
tered women.

But within a decade she 
became disillusioned with 
Iran’s direction and em¬ 
braced instead her coun- 
tiy’s feminist movement. I, 
too, had been a more con¬ 
servative, heads carf-wear- 
ing teenager and it was 
comforting to trace our 
parallel moves away from 
orthodox interpretations of 
Islam. 

They tried to kill Ates 
twice. They imprisoned my 
Iranian hero twice. 

Solitary confinement 
was “like death,” she said, 
and only her spirituality 
saved her. She is now a 
“backpack activist” — the 
regime shut down her or¬ 
ganization’s office — and 
creates online a space ac¬ 
tivists don’t have in the 
“real world.” 

With women like Ates 
and my Iranian hero 
around, we’re well on our 
way to being wise, indeed.

Petro-Canada closed the 
curtain Thursday on 
more than three decades 
as a flagship oil company 
with a 95 per cent drop 
in profit and a warning 
that its refining business 
faces tough times for the 
rest of this year. 

Set up in the mid-1970s 
by then-prime minister 
Pierre Trudeau as a win¬ 
dow into an industry then 
dominated by U.S. compa¬ 
nies, Petro-Canada is set 
to be merged into Suncor 
Energy Inc. on Saturday 
after a $22.5-billion 
takeover. 

The deal closes amid 
weak conditions in the oil 
patch. Layoffs began this 
week, with an undisclosed 
number of senior execu¬ 
tives being informed of 
their status in the new 
Suncor, which will be 
Canada’s biggest oil com¬ 
pany. 

The companies struck 
the deal in March as the

profit Kellogg Co posted a 
higher-than-expected 
quarterly profit and raised 
its full-year earnings fore¬ 
cast Thursday as costs for 
energy and grains eased 
while price increases 
helped lift revenue.

As turnarounds go, they

Swimming s suit 


problem 



S wimming has a 
problem. The new 
polyurethane suit, 
ubiquitous at the 
13th World Champi¬ 
onships in Rome, is leading 
to a bevy of records, but it 
doesn’t fit the true spirit of 
competition. 

Many sports have been 
through these choppy wa¬ 
ters. Hockey’s advances in 
padding and carbon fiber 
sticks have made the game 
faster, allowed harder hits 
and more dangerous shots. 
Modern tennis racquets 
and golf clubs have mam¬ 
moth striking surfaces. But 
are the players in these 
games any more skilful? 

That’s why FINA, the in¬ 
ternational governing body 
of aquatic sport, is putting 
an end to the madness and 
declaring that as of 2010 
the plastic flotation device, 
worn by most of the record 
breakers, will be going out 
of style. 

There are few dissenters. 
A sense of embarrass¬ 
ment pervades in Rome. 
World records are tumbling 
mostly thanks to the skin 
suit. 

Many believe FINA al¬ 
lowed its use here because 
the manufacturer of one 
model is a major sponsor of 
the meet. The athletes, 
some would argue, have 
been forced to cram them- 


balloons 

selves into the suits in or¬ 
der to keep pace — uncom¬ 
fortable as that may be. 

One Canadian team 
member marveled at the 
poolside odour. “It smells 
like a kiddies birthday par¬ 
ty — kind of like a bunch of 
balloons.” 

Indeed, that’s what the 
swimmers look like when 
they come out of the water 
... like a squadron of black 
balloons. They walk awk¬ 
wardly and immediately 
unzip themselves so they 
can breathe again. They are 
so uneasy about wearing 
the suits that many accom¬ 
plished stars like Libby 
Triclcett of Australia black 
out the logo or use accredi¬ 
tation cards to cover it up 
during television inter¬ 
views in order to protect 
their regular sponsors. 

Most disturbing is the 
fact that Paul Biedermann 
of Germany, the man who 
has ended Michael Phelps’ 
domination in the pool by 
winning the 200-metre 
freestyle, faced few ques¬ 
tions about his spectacular 
victory and dozens about 
his chosen swim apparel. 

“I’m kind of sad the talk 
is all about the suit,” Bieder¬ 
mann lamented. “For me 
it’s all about the swimming 
and today I am the fastest.” 

It all leaves the whiff of 
something slightly spoiled. 

Swimming is supposed to 
be about the race. Right 
now it’s more about the 
suit. That will forever leave 
an asterisk on these World 
Championships.

Funny People's deceptive¬ 
ly simple title speaks vol¬ 
umes about its content. 

On one hand, writer/direc¬ 
tor Judd Apatow’s film is 
indeed filled with humor¬ 
ous humans of every per¬ 
suasion. But underneath 
its lighthearted, laugh- 
out-loud exterior lurks a 
far darker, more complex 
treatise on how amusingly 
out of touch and lost we as 
a culture really are. 

Apatow regular Seth Ro¬ 
gen plays a likeable shlub 
named Ira, a struggling 
stand-up comedian in L.A. 
who, while waiting his turn 
on stage at a local club, en¬ 
counters slumming Holly¬ 
wood comedy legend 


George Simmons (equally 
revered funnyman Adam 
Sandler, who gives a career- 
best performance here). 

Haunted and seemingly 
burned out, George takes a 
shine to Ira and invites 
him to work for him, writ¬ 
ing jokes for his act and 
managing his day-to-day af¬ 
fairs. 

Except, as it turns out, 
George is suffering from a 
rare blood disorder and 


hasn’t much time left to 
live. 

As Ira becomes his idol’s 
disciple — and, eventually, 
friend — a twist of fate 
steers their “bromantic” 
bond in an unexpected di¬ 
rection, leading to an al¬ 
most surreal final hour 
that introduces George’s 
sexy ex-lover Laura (Leslie 
Mann) and her macho 
Aussie hubby Clarke (Eric 
Bana). 


To divulge any more 
about Funny People’s 
strange, meandering narra¬ 
tive would spoil the pic¬ 
ture’s many pleasures, 
chief among them that the 
audience has absolutely no 
idea where it’s going at any 
given time. 

This is Apatow’s master¬ 
piece: A hilarious, poignant 
observational film that’s 
closer to vintage Woody 
Allen than anything that’s 
ever bore his crowd-pleas¬ 
ing brand before.

When a bearded bo¬ 
hemian (Joshua Leonard) 
suddenly pops back into 
the settled life of his now- 
married college pal (Mark 
Duplass), the pair find 
themselves at an im¬ 
promptu party where the 
topic turns to Humpfest, 
an amateur porn festival 
(which actually exists!). 

Inebriated and not 
thinking clearly, the duo 
agrees to participate in the 
ultimate art film — two 


straight dudes having sex. 
It’s not gay, we’re told, it’s 
“beyond gay.” 

In a traditional comedy, 
this is where the movie 
would begin to overstate 
the protagonists’ hetero¬ 
sexuality to coerce all sorts 
of situational gags, Three’s 
Company-style. 

However, filmmaker 
Lynn Shelton is luckily 
more concerned with ex¬ 
ploring the inner battles 
of insecurity, identity and 
the insanity of the male 
ego. 

As the film builds to¬ 
ward the uncertainty of 
the climax, Shelton expert¬ 
ly captures both charac¬ 
ters’ struggle with self-con¬ 
ceptions and their own 
male stubbornness. 

Heavily improvised, the 
performances are convinc¬ 
ing, powerful and provide 
this comedy the gravitas 
and subtle charm it needs 
to hurdle over its own high 
concept. 

Simply put, Humpday 
successfully takes the male 
comedy to places that 
films like I Love You, Man 
dare not go.

By her own admission, 
writer/director Kari Skog¬ 
land took several liberties 
with Fifty Dead Men Walk¬ 
ing, her filmed adaptation 
of political informant Mar¬ 
tin McGartland’s autobiog¬ 
raphy. 

But, really, that’s OK. 
Movies are meant to be an 
impression of reality, and 
by the time Slcogland’s 
white knuckle picture fades 
to black, we feel like we’ve 
sprinted a mile in McGart¬ 
land’s blood-stained shoes 
just the same. 

The film begins in the 
wilds of northern Canada, 
with a grizzled, bearded 
McGartland (21’s Jim 
Sturgess) fending off a bru¬ 


tal attack by a masked gun¬ 
man that leaves him bullet 
riddled and gasping for life. 
As the camera settles on 
his wide eyes, we are thrust 
11 years into the past with 
a younger, freewheeling 
McGartland running 
around Belfast as the ten¬ 
sions related to “the trou¬ 
bles” escalate around him. 

Soon, McGartland finds 
himself embroiled in the 
machinations of the IRA 


and assumes the role of in¬ 
former for British Intelli¬ 
gence (exemplified by Sir 
Ben Kingsley as McGart¬ 
land’s smooth U.K. contact). 
As McGartland gets deeper 
into his double life, ten¬ 
sions mount and it’s only a 
matter of time before his vi¬ 
olent, IRA associates discov¬ 
er the truth of his decep¬ 
tion. 

Some critics have com¬ 
plained that the film is far 


too “entertaining” to suit 
the grim subject matter, 
and that politics take a back 
seat to the director’s glossy 
cinematic conceits. Make 
no mistake; Fifty Dead Men 
Walking is a rollicking, full 
throttle entertainment, as 
vital a thriller as it is as a 
gut-wrenching melodrama. 

But its accessibility never 
once betrays the bitter real¬ 
ity of its brutal backdrop. 
We never once feel re¬ 
moved from the IRA/Union¬ 
ist conflicts and their devas¬ 
tating effect on the North¬ 
ern Irish populace. 

What Skogland has wisely 
chosen to do, however, is fo¬ 
cus her narrative squarely 
on McGartland’s stranger- 
than-fiction story and, in 
turn, on Sturgess’ breathtak¬ 
ing performance. There’s a 
level of ferocity on display 
here that none of the young 
actor’s previous roles even 
hint at. This is Oscar calibre 
stuff all the way.

review It seems preposter¬ 
ous that the only thing a 
relationship movie has to 
do to seem original and in¬ 
ventive is tell the story 
from the guy’s perspec¬ 
tive, but that’s Hollywood. 

The audience gets the 
guy’s perspective and more 
in (500) Days of Summer, 
thanks to a non-linear story¬ 
telling structure that re¬ 
counts a love affair far more 
effectively than a chrono¬ 
logical retelling ever could. 

First-time director Marc 
Webb pulls out as many 
stops as he can think of, 
tossing in homages to clas¬ 
sic films, a precocious 


youngster dispensing rela¬ 
tionship advice, animation 
and one inspired musical 
sequence sure to make 
Hall and Oates popular 
with a whole new genera¬ 
tion of fans. 

But what’s most impres¬ 
sive is that with all vintage 
sneakers and ironic de¬ 
tachment set to a Smiths- 
heavy soundtrack, the 
movie doesn’t fall off into 
a twee abyss. 

For that, primary credit 
goes to the lead actors. As 
the titular Summer, Zooey 
Deschanel does great work 
playing the idealized indie 
girlfriend — “quirky” 
seems too dismissive. 

But the real star here is 
Joseph Gordon-Levitt, who 
has been quietly building 
an impressive dramatic re¬ 
sume in films like Brick 
and Mysterious Skin. 

Here, he comes into his 
own as a full-fledged lead¬ 
ing man, making even self- 
indulgent moping seem 
compelling.

The hazards of love 

The Decemberists take an unusual musical departure

Unexpected musical 
pairings don’t always fly 
when they’re first realized. 

There are those, of 
course, that just never take 
off, and for good reason — 
like Scarlett Johansson and 
Tom Waits covers, or the 
embarrassing mid-’80s 
Bowie/Jagger collaboration. 
But others, like Wilco and 
eclectic experimentation on 
Yankee Hotel Foxtrot, and 
Alison Krauss-brand blue- 
grass with the Zeppelin 
rock vox of Robert Plant, 
however doubted, end aptly 
up in the musical strato¬ 


sphere. 

The Decemberists’ latest 
album The Hazards of Love 
takes up company with the 
latter. In an unanticipated 
departure, the Portland, 
Ore., band divorces its spir¬ 
ited folk rock repertoire for 
a musically amalgamated 
concept album, initially in¬ 
tended as a stage musical. 

The album recalls the tale 
of a lady called Margaret 
and her mystical, often sex¬ 
ual forest exploits. After 
falling in love with forest- 
dweller William, she comes 
under scrutiny by his moth¬ 
er, the Queen of the forest, 
who fails to cease Mar¬ 
garet’s abduction by a dan¬ 
gerous villain, The Rake. 


William searches for and re¬ 
unites with Margaret, and 
they reignite their love be¬ 
fore dying, together. 

Colin Meloy, singer and 
songwriter for the band, un¬ 
derstands the risk of taking 
such a conceptual diver¬ 
sion, but says the album’s 
just not intended for every¬ 
body. “I can totally under¬ 
stand why this record 
would not be to someone’s 
taste. I knew from the very 
beginning this was going to 
be a pretty polarizing 
record and that some peo¬ 
ple would hate it and some 
people will love it.” 

Hazards has polarized the 
critics, that have produced 
largely mixed reviews of the 


album. But Meloy main¬ 
tains his band is just a quick 
and easy target because of 
the early praise it’s gar¬ 
nered. And estranging crit¬ 
ics or The Decemberists’ 
fans is fine by Meloy. “If we 
do alienate people, they 
would be the sort of people 
that would be restricting 
our creativity to begin 
with.” 

It’s all part of the solid 
precedent he says the band 
has set for itself. “People are 
welcome to come along,” he 
says, “But we’re going to be 
doing what we want and 
not kowtowing to accessi¬ 
bility or tastes.” 

Non-conformity is as pres¬ 
ent in Hazards’ format as its 


sound. Added to the folk 
music the band is noted for, 
there are sure signs of met¬ 
al, progressive rock and 
hard rock on the album, a 
testament to Meloy’s dis¬ 
sent against the tension be¬ 
tween folk and metal. 

An artist’s work should be 
smitten to their influences, 
says Meloy, no matter the 


expected reception. “Any¬ 
body writing songs and 
making music should be 
making music that is, in 
some way, the sum total of 
their record collection,” he 
says. “By and large, I feel like 
I’m maldng the music that I 
want to make and that I 
should make. I hope we can 
continue doing that.”

She was 12 when her 
mother came out as a radi¬ 
cal feminist and a lesbian 
and recalls juggling her 
mom’s beliefs — which in¬ 
cluded the dismissal of leg 
shaving as “giving into pa- 
triarchalism” — with her 
own interests. 

“I wanted to be a gal, I 
was veiy interested in 
men, and I wanted to 
shave my legs,” Noxon 
said. 

She and Parouse 
bounced around the idea 
of a young feminist work¬ 
ing at a porn magazine. 
The moment they decided 
to make the central charac¬ 
ter an older, Gloria 
Steinem-type feminist 
icon, it all fell into place. 

They said Keaton was the 
first actress they thought 
of.

Sway magazine not hit by hard times

Economic realities have 
forced many publishers to 
downsize, but Toronto’s 
Sway magazine is bucking 
the trend. 

Geared towards a black 
audience, the glossy 
lifestyle quarterly is spread¬ 
ing its wings and going na¬ 
tional. This month it is 
available in 150 stores 
across the country, includ¬ 
ing Chapters and Indigo lo¬ 
cations. 

“We’ve seen our rev¬ 


enues go up by 30 per cent 
in the last year and we’d 
like to make the magazine 
accessible to the whole 
country,” says Alan Vernon, 
Sway’s associate publisher 
and editorial director. 

“There are 800,000 black 
people in the country. Half 
of that number is in Toron¬ 
to, half is not. We want to 
raise our brand visibility 
outside the GTA.” 

Vernon says the maga¬ 
zine, free in Toronto, will 
be sold for $4.95 outside 
the city and adds, “We’ll 
make a few thousand 
copies available across the 
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country, around 20 copies 
per store.” 

Although the majority of 
the magazine’s 50,000 cir¬ 
culation remains in the 
GTA, content is now more 
national in scope, says Ver¬ 
non. “Our current issue has 
political stories on topics 
such as why Canada is get¬ 
ting out of Africa and why 
paleness of skin colour has 
been used as a measure of 
black beauty. Our content is 
inspirational and positive, 
not fluffy.” 

Unlike other publications 
that have seen their budg¬ 
ets shrink, the three-year- 
old magazine’s ad base is 
growing. 

“We’ve never had so 
many national ads as in our 
current Caribana issue. 



Sway magazine is a glossy 
lifestyle quarterly aimed at the 
country’s black population.

Get ready to hear a softer 
side of Avril Lavigne. 

The Canadian pop singer 
tells Billboard.com that 
she’s taking a more seri¬ 
ous, stripped-down ap¬ 
proach to her fourth studio 
album, tentatively slated 
for a November release on 
RCA. 

“A lot of the songs are 
mainly the acoustic and 
my vocal,” says Lavigne of 
the as-yet-untitled project. 
“It’s a lot different from 
anything I’ve done before. 
It’s not a pop-roclc record. 
This is more about emo¬ 
tion and feeling.” 

Lavigne’s husband (and 
Sum 41 frontman) Deiyclc 
Whibley produced eight of 
the album’s projected 12 
tracks, half of which she 
wrote by her herself. For 
the other half, she’s been 
working with former band- 
mate Evan Taubenfield and 
songwriter/producer Butch 
Walker, who co-penned 
her 2004 single My Happy 
Ending. 

“I’m kind of just keeping 
it in the family with all of 
my close friends,” says Lav-

Avril Lavigne, 
on her next album 

igne, whose last album, 
2007’s The Best Damn 
Thing, has sold 1.6 million 
copies, according to 
Nielsen SoundScan. 

“I started this record off 
really slow, just writing 
songs at home on my pi¬ 
ano. I didn’t work with a 
ton of people this time.” 

The album’s first single 
hasn’t been confirmed, but 
the 25-year-old Lavigne 
says it could “possibly” be 
a song that emerged from 
the TV commercial for her 
new Black Star fragrance, 
which will go on sale in 
the U.S. this fall. 

“It’s the first song that I 
recorded for this record,” 


she says. “It’s kind of like a 
lullaby.” 

The ethereal, piano-dri¬ 
ven chorus originally was 
written just for the ad, but 
Lavigne has since decided 
to turn it into a full record¬ 
ing. 


Another track on the al¬ 
bum, Darlin, was written 
when Lavigne was 15 years 
old and still unsigned. 

“It was probably the sec¬ 
ond song I (ever) wrote; I 
was trying to figure it all 
out,” she recalls. “It’s really 


special to me.” 

The more mature-sound¬ 
ing Everybody Hurts, 
meanwhile, boasts 

_ weighty guitar riffs, im- 
| pressive vocals and com¬ 
forting lyrics like “It’s okay 
to be afraid.” 

Lavigne is also keeping 
busy these days with 
Abbey Dawn, a juniors 
clothing line that sells at 
Kohl’s stores in the U.S.

1 tbsp (15 mL) bottled ca¬ 
pers, rinsed and roughly 
chopped 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat oven to 350°F 
(180°C). Line baking tray 
with baking paper and lay 
out cherry tomatoes, 


onion, garlic and pine 
nuts. Drizzle with oil, sea¬ 
son to taste and gently 
toss. Roast 15-20 minutes 
or until tomatoes are soft¬ 
ened and pine nuts are 
lightly browned. Remove 
from oven and set aside.
